The 
infrastructure bill for Lewis 
Estates and The Grange will hit 
the $40-million mark, according to 
the city.

Edmonton expects to spend $2.8 
billion on new roads and transit to 
new developments from 1998- 
2020. 

“And you have to ask if those 
people are likely to take the bus 
anyway, or if they'll continue to 
drive their Explorers,” said Christy 
Sarafinchin, the Sierra Club’s 
urban sprawl events co-ordinator. 

Bigger is not always better. 
There are plenty of older neighbor- 
hoods in Edmonton that have been 
brought back to life, that are in 
many respects better than a new 


neighborhood. Consider Old 
Strathcona. Most amenities are

City needs to control its growth; commuters need to pay up 


unnecessary. Sure, it’s profitable 
for builders and bankers, but it 
isn’t needed. Downtown Edmon- 
ton’s vacancy rate sits at 20 per 
cent. And the area is already fully 
serviced. We don’t need to build 
new roads, sewers and schools; 
downtown's already served ade- 
quately by police, fire and ambu- 
lance. 

A week ago, a news article in 
SEE quoted Coun. Robert Noce 
bemoaning the fact that Edmonton 
is losing residents to the suburbs, 
such as St. Albert and Sherwood 
Park, where Lego-land housing is 
being built at a break-neck pace. 

“If we don’t provide the housing 
stock that people want in the areas 
that they want it, the losses will 
continue,” Noce said. 

He’s right. But there is a fine line 
between quality and quantity and if 
the city wants to sell quality of life 
— as it ought to — we need to 
take the Sierra Club’s advice and 
limit growth. 

These concerns are being 
brought to former provincial trea- 
surer Lou Hyndman, who is writ- 
ing a report for the province on 
regional governance. As for all 
those new-home buyers who leave 
town seeking manicured lawns 
and cookie-cutter landscaping but 
continue to use Edmonton's infra- 
structure without contributing so 
much as a nickel in tax support?

Its the Constitution, stupid

ound and round we go. The 
Psioreme Court of Canada has 

once again stated, with crystal 
clarity, that any attempts by 
provinces to deny gays and les- 
bians the same rights everyone

Edmonton police are investigating. 

Everybody has their own theor- 
ies about who blew up Wiebo Lud- 
wig’s van. SEE asked players in 
the drama for their ideas. 

John Thompson is executive 
director of the Toronto-based 
MacKenzie Institute, a think-tank 
on terrorism. The RCMP and AEC 
brought Thompson in to address 
angry residents and oilfield work- 
ers at town-hall meetings follow- 
ing the AEC explosion last fall.

Mann felt it was time to try 
another new play feature. Every 
year Workshop West holds a play- 
writing class/seminar facilitated by 
professional dramaturges. This 
year the dramaturges were Janet 
Hinton, Conni Massing and Vern 
Theisen for the workshops, which 
run for 10 or 12 classes and vary in 
numbers of participants (from four 
to 13) and in experience. 

“Some have had plays produced 
at the Fringe, others have worked 
in one media and some are just

Williams set only three guide-

no more than five minutes 

Filling those five minutes has 
become the object of the past six 
weeks and Williams is excited 
about the audience reaction to the 
final results. 

“They can expect the unexpect- 
ed,” she said, listing “everything 
from dance pieces to text pieces to 
mask pieces, pieces that are funny, 
pieces that are serious, that are 
sombre. No two people are going to 
come up with a similar piece.” 

Williams says the number, the set 
and the time restraint all collabo- 
rate to push the actors in a less lin- 
ear, more experimental direction. 

“People are having to rely heavily 
on images, on quick hits,” she said 
“But that 30-second commercial 
form, within it the art form is stun- 
ning.” 

Eileen Sproule, a.k.a. number 
seven, says the restrictions provide 
a much-needed focus for the cre- 
ative process. 

“A lot of artists in Edmonton are 
used to tight constraints,” she 
laughed. “And it often works to the 
benefit of the piece. It’s like having 
a deadline.” 

So how do you personify the 
number seven? 

Seven “just happens to have a 
strong personal resonance for me,” 
said Sproule, who didn’t want to 
give too much away, but hinted that 
“seven is about an age . . . it’s a sexy 
number.” 

In order to allow number seven 
to flow smoothly from number six 
and then into number eight, Beth 
Graham and Jared Matsunaga- 
Turnbull composed transitions to 
link the pieces so the show runs as 
one fluid continuous piece rather 
than 12 separate shows. 

The audience, Williams hopes, 
will also act as an adhesive as they 
play along. “Part of the connection 
will come from the audience being 
in the game and wondering, ‘Why is 
this 12?”

MacEwan’s Jasper Place campus. The play has been shrunken — }),, 
not shrivelled — to be manageable work for six actors in the space o 
90 minutes. What it loses in epic sweep it makes up for in simple 
robust entertainment. 

The credit for the success of a truncated Lear falls squarely 01, the 
shoulders of the actors, who turn in vigorous and classy perform) 
and on direction by Ashley Wright, which keeps things moving aj; 
a fierce clip and uses every inch of the large, barren stage. 

Kenneth Brown leads the cast as both King Lear and the Ear! o; 
Gloucester, both victims of their scheming progeny. The imperial pres. 
ence is embodied by Michele Brown and Davina Stewart in finely-june 
supporting roles as Lear’s malevolent daughters. Their flashing eyes 
and icy demeanor strike the right note of blue-blooded villainy 

As Cordelia, Lear’s spurned-but-loyal daughter, Rachael Johnston 
manages to balance costly reserve and honesty with the explosive pas. 
sion she musters in defence of her father. Garret Ross brings an almos: 
palpable sadness to the role of Edgar, Gloucester’s son and heir. And 
Andrew Gummer is wonderfully arrogant and cocky as Gloucester’s 
bastard son Edmund.

Trial and triumph 


Film traces father’s battle on ‘Gold Mountain’

ilm-maker William Ging Wee 
Foes grandfather came to 

Canada in 1905 and started a 
hand laundry in Montreal. In the 
1920s,. Dere’s.father.came.to 
Canada to work at the laundry and 
sent what money he could to his 
family in the village of Toisan. 
Dere himself wasn’t able to come 
to Canada until the 1950s. 

The reason? In 1923 the Canad- 
ian government introduced the 
Chinese Exclusion Act, which 
abolished all immigration from 
China, even the families of immi- 
grants already living in Canada, 
until 1948. Prior to that, Chinese 
immigrants had been subject to a 
$500 “head tax” for the privilege of 
moving to Canada, the only ethnic 
group singled out to pay this toil. 
By the time immigration laws per- 
mitted the Dere family to be 
reunited in Montreal, Dere’s par- 
ents had seen each other three 
times in 33 years. 

Moving the Mountain started 
out as a chronicle of the move- 
ment within Canada’s Chinese 
community to seek redress for the 
discrimination and hardship perpe- 
trated by the Canadian govern- 
ment. 

But Dere and collaborator 
Maicolm Guy put : a human face on 


Mountain,” as Canada was ae

ration. Through scenes like this, 
Dere’s film is as much an evoca- 
tion of the strength and persever- 
ance of these individuals and com- 
munities as it is a recrimination for 
past injustices. 

Dere and Guy intersperse these 
interviews with songs, poetry and 
archival footage that recall the sto- 
icism of early immigrants in the 
face of massive systemic racism. 
Singer Sook Yin Lee’s eye-rolling 
performance of an old racist 
dance-hall number called Chong 
from Hong Kong portrays, with 
wonderful irony, how the plight of 
Asians in North America was 
diminished by stereotyping.

Argonne Electrology clinic, where © 
he zaps the genitals of two to three 
men a day. He says he’s seen an 
increase in the procedure over the 
last four or five years. Electrolysis 
is also the only truly permanent 
method of hair removal. 

He says many female electrolo- 
gists won't do genital electrolysis 
and, since there are fewer men in 
this profession, he suggests you 
call around to some of the bigger 
companies and ask if they have 
any male electrologists. The proce- 
dure is neither cheap nor fast. It 
costs about $60 an hour and to 
permanently remove the hair at 
the base of the penis and the testi- 
cles takes several sessions Over a 
couple years, for a total cost of 
two to $3,000. 

The amount of discomfort 
depends on the individual and his 
or her tolerance level, says Carl- 
son. “My clients describe the feel- 
ing as being anything between a 
mosquito bite and a bee sting.” 

As for other hair removal meth- 
ods, Nair is apparently okay for 
genital hair removal but don’t let it 
get near the head of your penis 
unless you're fond of chemical 
burns.
